New York, April 26.— Prohibition is 
paying 300 per cent 
profit to 
the 
federal governm ents, according to sta ­ 
tistics made public by Director Ralph 
A. Day. 


The figures are based on calcula­ 
tions made recently by 
Prohibition 
Commissioner H aynes, who estim ates 
that prohibition will cost the govern­ 
ment for enforcem ent $10,000,000 this 
year. 
Fines, penalties and 
special 
taxes imposed during the first 
six 
months of the present prohibition ad­ 
m inistration 
would pay two and a 
half tim es the cost budget for the en­ 
tire tw elve months. 
These figures 
do not include $3,000,000 in bonds for­ 
feited to the governm ent, $2,000,000 
that has been offered in compromise 
by tw enty-four of the largest violat­ 
ors, or $6,000,000 in differential pro­ 
hibitive tax. 
Prohibitive laws are 
winning 
in 
congress by three to one, and in some 
states, such 
as K ansas, 
prohibitive 
legislation has won by fifty to one, 
according to Mr. Day. 
The house a 
few w eeks ago passed by a majority 
of three to one a measure to deport 
all alien violators of the Volstead 
law'. 
Liquor 
withdrawals in 1920 
were 
12,500,000 gallons; in 1921, 3,500,000 
gallons, and in 1922 they are expected 
to drop to 2,000,000 gallons. 
Even 
this last estim ate is 500,000 gallons in 
excess of the normal medical reguire- 
ments. 
In tw enty-four states liquor 
is not 
prescribed 
by 
physicians. 
There are 150,000 physicians in the 
United States. 
Forty thousand 
of 
these reside in the tw enty-four states 
that are medically dry. 
Of the 110,- 
000 rem aining, less han 35,000 have 
asked for or been given permits to 
prescribe liquor. 
During the years immediately pre­ 
ceeding prohibition the annual con­ 
sumption of 
liquors in tho

States w as 
150,000,000 gallons

American-made w hisky alone. 
Of all the liquor seized, less than 2 
per cent has been found to be high 
grade.
